* The Mijlfiflippi, pronounced by the 
Datives. M^ehafiopi, after a courfe of 
3pv.o mihi, and receiving the tributa¬ 
ry ftreams.of the iromenfc rivets Mif- 
fouri, Cumbeiland, Tcftuelfee, Oliio, 
and many others, all which far furpafs 
in extent and magnitude, every river 
that empires into the Atlantic, the St.* 
Lawrence excepted, difembogues 
through feveral channels into the 
gulph of Mexico, in N. lat. 29, 3 and 
1 9 . 10 W. long, from Greenwhicb. 

The approach to" this river, by ft.% 
is known by an inftant change in the 
colour of . the water, from black or 
dark fea green to whitilh,- next clayed 
agd laftly a very muddy, frothy water, 
tyitb.foundings from 70 to $■> fathoms 
•t about In leagues from the coalf, 
graduilly diminilhing 104 fathoms’ at 
theddfanceof ten-.leagues, when the 
water becomes abruptly nv>re d >fco- 
lpircd and yellow. Diteftly off the 
mouth of the river the water rcfembk-s 
dirty 1 oap fuds; every change of co¬ 
lour is ftrongty dillinguilhed : you 
fxofs through one into the other in an 
intfant. The water at the mouth of 
the river is quite trefh. The pi.&ts 
drink it, fcooping it up m-ahe*r hands, 
the ufual mode of allaying third by 
air who navigate this iuunenfe ri* 


The entrance of the river is very 
difficult, there being no land marks 
along the coalt, whictr is very low and 
fcarcely difceroible at 4 leagues dif 
tance, . Should a veffel fa.I itt with 
the land on either fide of the narrow, 
or lohgation of 'he continent through 
which the MiffiiTrppi paflls into tne 
gulph Of Mexico, fhe. will, in all pro 
babiliry, get embayed and be obliged 
to wait a change ot wind feveral days 
tc beat. c This circumftance veiy tre- 


quently happens.' . • . . f 

• The formes along the coaft are-lined 


withlihnumerable trees, which are con- 
foully floating dowp the MaftUippi. 
The. appearance is nof ntuxh unlike 
a vaft,mart and ff v yard. A The trees 
ate very Jarge s»ud in reaching the 
mouth of the river; are driven alhure 
by the winds and tides,' fome are carri¬ 
ed out to lea,, and are. to be met with 
a great djftance from land. Tlitfe trees 
accumulating, become a mound whidi 
arrelt the muddy fediment of the river, 
St in prqcefs ot time torm numerous 
fmall iflands, which conlfantly increuf- 
iug St uniting at length become a parr 
ot the continent. This new lard is firil 
Covered with rufhes refembling elders; 
and lalfly, with alh and other forest 
trees. The whole country bordering 
^on the mouth of the Mdfiifippt has 
been thus made} and the probability 
is, that all the l*nd on both tides.of 
the river, from Ipberville downwards,' 
a,diftance between two a id theee hun¬ 
dred miles, lias originated from the il- 
lutive and de. ofijs of thi£. muddy 
dream. Irmuit require a .corifidefa- 
ble rime ere this new land can bee mne 
uteful. Where the prrfcnt BaiUe is 
erected, the ground was fo low that 
earth was .brought to elevate the toun* 
tan* for the beacon, guard and pilot 
houfes. The feite of the old Bai^fe, 
w^icb whs jbuilt in .1734. and at the 
fODath of the rivxr, is asotc Uua> 


two miles above. Th- prefenr Bi’fe 
was contirufted in 1756, by Don An-* 
tonia D’Utloa, on a tin ill itimd near 
thefouthealf entrance of the river; 
of which about thirty years, . bef re 
there was not the leaft appearance,-— 
In covcrfition with an experienced 
officer in the Spanilh navy, a colonill, 
ot Louiftana, on the fubjetl of this 
protongarion of the continent he in¬ 
formed the writer of thefe obfervations 
that in the fummer of 1800; he re¬ 
marked a new ilUnd ar the mouth of 
the liver. That not many years ago, 
when lying at point La Htche, be 
tweeil the'Balife and New Orleans, a 
team an died on board his flnp—they 
feut on (hot^ to make a grave, but 
could not find fufficient firm earth to 
bury him. Tins place is lince become 
folid laud. He could alfo recoiled, 
wnen Plaquemines, where the fort tfow 
itauds, was'u quagmire. M. \ audreuil, 
formerly governor of Louitima, in a 
letter dated September i, 175a, re- 
marks-—* There is infinite dith. uitv in 
fettling tovvirds the mouth ot tre ri¬ 
ver Mnfiltippi, on account of the inn- 
mettle expence in hanking agal>lt the 
inundation of the fee and landd.tods., 

I atn ag .inti fettling it as yet, and for 
waning until tne ground be more and 
raif-d oy the acre lion of the foil, as it 
hath been three feet within the fpace 
Ot 15 years.’ 

Ev^ry thing 6ccurs to prove that 
this river has cnlatged the continent 
nearly 100 leagues. Not a ftngle Itone 
nor even a ,-coble tS to be found in all 
the new maile ground. The lea re- 
uelipig that ptouegioti, q .antiry of 
mud, leaves, bongos and trunks ot 
tree>, wnieh the M liidijipi is conltant- 
ly walhing down \ .01 tnele materials 
couttantty pulhed backward and lor- 
«ard collect and bind tiicmfelves in a 
folid mats, whren thus tends to pro¬ 
long this valt continent. , Another 
linking fingulartty, no where elfc to 
be met with, is th it ot the waters ol 
this great river; when once .they- over* 
flow its bank'., never return within its 
bed again. Tne realon is this :——- 
The Mtfliftippi is annually fwelled by 
the melting of the fuows in the north, 
which begins 111 March and continues 
about three months. This riv^r lies 
very deep at tne upper part, &t does not 
overflow on the e-lf tide until within 
i 100 leagues of the mouth ; that is to 
fay on the low lands luppofed to be 
new ground. ,Thele muddy grounds 
-like all others which have not y.-t ac 
quired their due copfiltdnce, bear a 
prodegious quantity of large reeds, 
which flop and entangle all extranvous 
bodies that are wafhtddown the river. 
The collection of all thefe fragments, 
with the tiime that tills up the inter¬ 
mediate fpaces; raifes in piocefs of 
time, the banks hig er than the adja- 
Cent ground, fo that the waters once 
oveifiowed, are prevented by this ob- 
ffacle from the poffibirity of returning 
- to their natural channels'; and are 
therefore compelled to force an outlet 
. into the fea by another ,courfe. The 
hew lands and iflands at the mouth of 
the Milfiffippi >>re laid to rife^ add .fall 
■ with the (w.ellii g and abating, of the 
waters. This ftory,' however, wantq 
• confirmation. v

broad Every traveller is much furnrif- 
ed to find the diretl contrary, tnflead 
or entering an open extenftve bay, the 
mouth of the river is very narrow and 
icontrafted ; and through its whole 
courie to New Orleans, after palling 
La Loutre, it fcarcely exceeds half a 
^mile in breadth. Oppofite rhe city 
the river takes a confiderable fwcep, 
forming a beautiful crefcent, along 
which New Orleans is fituared. Ac 
»lhf; place it may he about three quar- 
of a mile wide. The level or einbark- 
ment which defends the town from the 
inundation of the Mdfiltippi. is eleva¬ 
ted about three leet above the furtace 
of the country, ever which the frefites 
feldom ornevet rife.—The difference

It is ufed entirely at New Or¬ 
ients for drinking and culinary pucpO- 
fes. Ir is carted tlvpugh the city in 
the fune manner as the N.’W York tea 
water, ant£ fold at the rite of a-ynny 
a rnicket or a half dollar a hogfh.-ad : 
depoftted in a large fnuthern j ir, it 
becomes alter of a milky colour and 
i ..fhtts ufed. When filtered it is dear 
H>*duyitai } to drink it in this ftste is 
a luxury not com nonly enjoyed at

Mr. Erikiue followed on the fame 
fide* in a moft eloquent fprech. 

« Gentlemen of the Jury,” faid he, 
•* notwithftanding the hot debates 
which have taken place at various pe¬ 
riods in this land, on the fubjefcl of 
the liberty of voting andfpeaking with 
reference to public characters, and lub- 
jeCts of a public nature, yet as regard¬ 
ing private flander, nothing has ever 
been brought into queftion. ' Lawyers, 
moralifts, and'all claffes of mankind, 
have uniformly been agreed. The 
reafon is plain ; there is ah invincible 
fenfibility in the mind of everyhuman 
being, for tfie-good opinion cf his fel¬ 
low creatures ; it is a principle im- 


ment of riches and the luxuries of life, death ; who was acquainted with all 
if, in confequence of his character be- the tranfaftions of that hon. houfc ; t- 


ing deftroyed, he cannot look his 
neighbour in the face. Thefe are the 
principles which muft govern this 
caufe. The fails I ought rather to re- 
fer to, than ftate ; they are familar to 
every one of you* With thefe prelimi¬ 
nary obfervations I will, however, 
now proceed to ftate the fails ; The 
plantiff and the defendant had been 
companions and friends for twentyfive- 
years—they lived together during the 
remoter part of that period in habit, 
of friendlhip, whichare, or ought to 
fye, habits of confidence.
